The component parts of the man of 70, are no 
older than the child of 10 years, and for aught 
we can see, just as capable of re-producing 
themselves—but in the miclat of this process, 
he dies.

that man, in Paradise, was immortal, and the 
penalty was a suspension of life. The scrip- 
tures plainly imply that man, but for his trans- 
gressions, would not now have known death, 
and they leach that Christ, by (he resurrec- 
tion, restores him to immortality.
